cultivate and improve the land for at 
least the period above mentioned. Per- 
sons doing business in town and resid- 
ing there or elsewhere than on the laud 
entered or Sled for, or otherwise not 
actually living OD the land, innst not 
be allowed to acquire title thereto by pre- 
text or assumption of "couxtructive res- 
idence." The chufucter of the improve- 
ments and amount of cultivation rnnat 
be such am evidence entire good faith 
on the part of the claimant. 


Persons applying to give notice of 


their intention to give proof, should be 
advised tout it will be a useless expen- 
diture of time and moriy if they will not 
be able on the day fixed, to show fnll 
and actual compliance with the lair.

DEAU SIB:—Numerous inquiries hat 


ing been made as to the status of thi 
School Trustees elected in May lust 
and you being- anxious to huve my offi 
cial opinion upon the constitutionality 
of the statutory provision under which 
the election took place, I have the bono 
to say that in iny judgment the provis 
ion is unconstitutional aud void. 


Section 2 of the Act in question pro 


vides that where the nucabtr of census 
children in a district exceeds four bun 
dred, the Board of Trustees shall con 
sist of five members, of whom one sbal 
be elected annually for a term of fiv< 
years. This is in direct violation of the 
constitution, which prohibits the Legis 
lature from creating any office tbe tec 
ure of which shall be longer than fou 
years. The 
portion of the section 


which provides for the election of Trus 
tees for three yeius is open to no such 
objection; but thewo differeut provis- 
ions are so intimately connected thn 
they cannot be separated, and one piirt 
hold good while the other is rejected. 
They must stand or, fall together. 


If we strike out the unoonstitutiona 


portion, it virtually destroys the whol. 
section by leaving those districts in 
which there are more than fourbundrei 
school childien without any mode o 
electing Trustees. 
It would not do to 


elect Boards of thre^ members iu euch 
destrict regardless of the number o 
school children, for obviou.sly tbe Leg 
islature never intended such an nppoi 
tionment. Under the law districts hav 
ing more than four hundred children 
are just ti.s much entitled to five Trustees 
as the smaller ouea are to three, ant 
ihere is no more authority to chuug 
the number frotu five to one, or to uny 
other number that might be sn^-jested, 
In any such case it would be in effec 


j crfeating a law cliffareut from tbe oni 


enacted by the legislative powers and 
cannot be sustained either by reason or 
authority.

Section 2. which 
provides for and election aai appor- 
tionment of Trustees being unconstitu- 
tional, it follows that the succeeding 
section down to and including Section 
11 all being iu pnri uaateria are equally 
so. 
Sections 1, 12 and 13 relate to 


matters entirely different, namely, the 
apportionment of school money. 


To these provisions no constitutional 


objections have benn offered, and none 
at present suggest themselves to rny 
mind. 


If the foregoing views are correct, it 


necessarily follows that the elections 
held last May wore nullities, and that 
the previously elected Trustees are still 
legally in office.
